Drivers Neglect 
Turnout' Laws

Many motorists are not 
complying with the "turn­ 
out" law on two-lane high­ 
ways, reports Lieutenant 
John M. Reed of the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol.

"Reports from the moun­ 
tain areas of California show 
that a large number of driv­ 
ers are not yet acquainted 
with this provision of t h e 
law, even though it'has hccn 
in effect for almost three 
years, and applies to automo­ 
biles as well as commercial 
vehicles," Lieutenant Reed 
said.

The turnout law requires 
"slow moving vehicles, be­ 
hind which five or more ve­ 
hicles are formed in line, to 
turn off the highway at the 
nearest place designated as a 
"turnout" to permit the cars 
being held up to pass.
